and stock raiser, who leases a 
por­ 
tion of the big B arnardo ranch, sou th 
of Escondido, for grazing pu rposes. 
The sheep shearing at the ranch 
is done y ear in and y ear ou t by In­ 
dians from the Rincon 
reserv ation, 
the men com ing down from the cou n- 
tains and rem aining u ntil the work 
has been com pleted. 
They are paid 
5 cents for each sheep sheared, and 
some make as high as $3 per 
day . 
Three of the y ou ng bu cks are able to 
separate fleece from the sheep at the 
rate of one in fiv e m inu tes, althou gh 
this is accom plished only u nder the 
most fav orable conditions. 
Thirty or forty of the herd 
are 
driv en into a sm all enclosu re 
a t a 
time and from 
them 
the 
shearers 
take their pick, dragging

mostly in the straw they contained. 
One-half of the nitrogen of manure 
Is in a soluble form, four-fifths of the 
potash Is In a soluble form and only 
one-fifth of the phosphoric 
acid 
Is 
soluble. 
The value of manure Is large­ 
ly due to the bacteria which manure 
contains. 
The bacteria are very In­ 
fluential In rendering plant food avail­ 
able and for this reason most plant 
foods in an unavailable form are Im­ 
proved by being mixed with manure. 
But no material should be mixed with 
manure that sterilizes it. The practice 
of using acid phosphate or other acid 
materials on manure to conserve the 
amonla has been recommended in the 
past, but Is being 
condemned 
now. 
! W hile such practice does conserve the 
I amonla It kills the bacteria 
of 
the

The reasonable thing to do 
I Is to get the manure into the soil as
